He adds that 
he is afraid of employing “Russian 
birds” for collecting the informa- 
tion. demanded by the Department 
‘of Overseas ‘Prade, as he fears,that 
they may expose themselves to 
heing “hanged, drawn and quarter 
fed by the.

“Pashkoff 
the other persons: invelved 
ewere' dot at liberty and nothing 
further was heard: of the matter, 
Peshkoff returned to. his employ- 
ment with the C.P.R,,.and, being 
a capable. and hard-working man, 
was most useful in organizing the 
firm's office, He vemained in 
their employ till May, 1925, when 
che again) was arrested.
